For  the  first  time  in  Newport's  history,  the 
Typhoon  grid  squad  employed  the  split  "T"  of- 
fense. The  "T"  was  introduced  by  "Pistol  Pete" 
Sachon,  who  replaced  Lou  Plummer  this  year  as 
head  football  coach.  The  new  mentor  came  here 
from  Wilson  high  where  he  was  backfield  coach 
of  the  Presidents. 


Starting  the  season  with  eight  lettermen,  the 
Typhooners  dropped  their  first  two  opponents,  Ran- 
dolph-Macon's  "B"  team  and  Danville.  Then  dis- 
aster struck;  Newport  traveled  to  Lynchburg  to  bat- 
tle E.  C.  Class  and  was  beaten  26  to  19.  After  the 
game  with  the  Hilltoppers,  the  Typhoon  never  really 
got  back  on  the  winning  side. 

Season's  honors  went  to  Guard  Tommy  Price 
who  copped  the  coveted  Julian  Cordon  Memorial 
trophy  as  the  most  outstanding  player  and  the 
Peninsula  Sports  Club  certificate  as  the  outstand- 
ing lineman.  Quarterback  Bob  Cardwell  was  award- 
ed the  club's  certificate  as  the  outstanding  back. 


One  win,  three  losses  and  one  tie  was  the  sea- 
son record  of  Newport's  Junior  Varsity  gridders, 
who,  like  the  varsity,  switched  to  the  split  "T" 
formation  this  year. 

The  JV's  opened  their  season  October  12  by 
falling  to  Warwick,  18  to  13.  Billy  Masters'  75- 
yard  touchdown  run  was  the  highlight  of  the  game. 

Newport's  only  win  came  over  Norview  No- 
vember 2 by  a 20  to  0 score.  It  was  Masters'  run- 
ning that  did  the  trick.  He  scored  both  the  Breeze 
touchdowns.
